SOVIET EXECUTES 
BURNERS OF GRAIN 


Puts to Death Peasants Who 
Resist Collective Farm 
Movement. 


By the Aseociated Press, 

MOSCOW, Oct. 28.—Opposition 
to Government policies has cost 26 
Kkulaks, or rich peasants, in vari- 
ous parts of soviet Russia, their 
lives, 

Tass, official news agency, ays 
several persons were executed fol- 
lowing investigation. by Govern- 
ment agents into enormous diffi- 
culties in gathering grain from the 
peasantry and converting small 
peasant farms into large collective 
farms. 

The executions are but a few of 
those carried out to date by the 
authorities in their determination 
to fulfill their policies. Notable 
recently besides these were 14 exe- 
cuted at Rostov-on-Don and 21 at 
Krasnodar, both in the North 
Caucasus, for counter-revoluticn- 
ary activity. 

Opposed Soviet Projects. 

Of the 26 rich peasants executed 
15 met death at various points in 
Novosibersk either for opposing a 
Government project or deliberately 
burning their grain to prevent the 
authorities from taking it. 

Two priests and two rich peas- 
ants were shot at Gari, near lva- 
novna-Vosniesensk, where a ceme- 
tery was included in a new Gov- 
ernment collective farm, for 
spreading the rumor the Govern- 
ment would destroy the graves and 
close the church. The peasant 
neighbors of the dead men took 
reprisal measures. 

In the village of Maly Penky, 
in the same district. two brothers 
were shot for opposing the estab- 
lishment of a collective farm by 
burning their grain and terrorizing 
local communists. 

Sentences for Churchmen. 

Death sentences were pro- 
nounced yesterday on four mem- 
bers of the Preobrajensky Church, 
Kimri, Moscow Province, for coun- 
ter-revolutionary activity. Others 
identified with the church re- 
ceived prison terms. 

Two prominent Jewish diamond 
merchants, Kleiner and Teitz, were 
executed by a firing squad today 
for smuggling diamonds out of so- 
viet Russia. 

Their deaths brought to a total 
of 63 the known executions in 
soviet Russia in the last four days 
for various alleged offenses, most 
of them political.

VIEWS ON TARIFE 


Both Republicans and Dem- 
ocrats Make Requests as 
Reed — Reiterates That 
Measure Is Dead.

EFFORT MADE 


TO SAVE TIME 


No Need of Nine-Hour Ses- 
sions if the Bill Is Not to

clares. 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 28.—The 
Senate late today rejected an 
amendment to the tariff bill to re- 
duce the duty on olive oil frem 
7%c to 6c a pound.

WASHINGTON Oct. 725. — De- 
mands that President Hoover make 
known his position on the tariff bill 
as it now stands in order to save 
time were made in the Serate to- 
day by both Republicans and Dem- 
ocrats as friends of the adininistra- 
tion rallied to support of the 
measure. 

Senator David A. Reed (Rep.), 
Pennsylvania, reiterated that he 
saw no hope of the House and Sen- 
ate reaching an agretment on the 
tariff bill at this session and that 
in his opinion the measure was 
dead. 

Calling attention to the success 
of the coalition of Democrats and 
Western Republicans in placing the 
export debenture plan in the Dill 
and also of revising the flexible 
provisions, Reed said it was evi- 
dent that a majority of the Sen- 
ate was opposed to a majority of 
the House on those propositions 
and that a hopeless deadlock was 
in sight. 

Even though he was oppoued to 
both actions, he asserted, if he 
were chosen a conferee he would 
insist on the Senate’s position on 
both unless~the Senate instructed 
the conferees otherwise. 

Reed’s statement was prompted 
by a demand from Senator John- 
son (Rep.), California, that those 
in charge of the tariff bill tell the 
Senate “where we are at on this 
question.” 

Johnson for Protection. 

Johnson said he had read news- 
paper accounts that the coalition 
was attempting to write the meas- 
ure in accordance with the views 
of President Hoover and only yes- 
terday read a statement by Reed 
in Philadelphia that the bill was 
dead. 

‘We ought to be advised wheth- 
er the President stands for this 
bill as reported by the Finance 
Committee or is desirous of what 
the coalition is attempting to do 
with it.” the Californian asserted. 

“IT am a Republican and a high 
tariff protectionit, but I like to 
see it stood for openly, not in de- 
vious ways, in crooked paths. The 
principle of tariff protection is a 
noble one. There is no reason to 
cloak it in irregularities.” 

“If no bill is to be passed,” 
Johnson added, “let’s not meet 
here at 10 o’clock each morning 
and stay wntil 6 in the evening 
merely to go through the mo- 
tions.” 


Fess Against Dictation. 


Johnsons said that when the 
President insisted upon a certain 
provision in the bill and represen- 
tatives of the executive department 
used the “party lash” to whip Sen- 
ators into line on the _ provision, 
then it was “up to the executive 
to say whether he wants one kind 
of a bill or another.” 

The President, he said, was re- 
maining mute on rates.

PARIS, Oct. 28.—Edouard Dala- 


dier, leader of the Radical Socialist 
party, entrusted with the task of 
forming the next French Govern- 
ment, is expected to submit his 
Cabinet list to President Doumer- 
gue tomorrow or Wednesday. 

The name of Aristide Briand, 11 
times Premier of France, will head 
the list. Daladier said yesterday 
that the veteran statesman had 
consented to accept the portfolio 
of foreign affairs, which he held 
in addition to the premiership in 


‘his own government, overthrown 


last Tuesday. 

Briand’s presence in the Cabinet 
and a tentative agreement by the 
Socialists to participate in the new 
government have increased Dala- 
dier’s chance of obtaining a work- 
ing majority when he faces the 
Chamber of Deputies for the first 
time. This initial test of the new 
governemnt’s strength will prob- 
ably come Thursday. 

For the first time since the 
President of the republic asked 
Daladier to form a government, the 
possibility of that government be- 
ing able to live is being discussed 
by well informed political guessers. 
By a vote of 38 to 12 the Socialist 
executive committee agreed yester-: 
day to accept Daladier’s offer to 
share portfolios equally with the 
Radica! Socialists in a Government 
headed by Daladier as Premier. 

This decision, which must still 
be confirmed by the national coun- 
cil of the Socialist party, which 
meets today, hag made a_ strong 
impression on political observers 
here. As the Socialists have con- 
sistently maintained a policy of iso- 
lation, refusing for more than three 
years to participate in any govern- 
ment not of their own formation, 
their decision to join forces with 
the Radical Socialists indicates the 
possible return to power of the Left 
Bloc, which fell in 1926. 

Probable Lineup in Chambcr. 

Daladier, in announcing Briand’s 
acceptance of the Ministry of For- 
eign Affairs, quoted the former 
Premier as saying, “I accept col- 
laboration in the government union 
with so much the more pleasure 
because I tried myself to consti- 
tute a government of the Lefts 
without success.” 

Political «bservers here point out 
that Briand’s presence at the For- 
eign Office will assure the Dala- 
dier government from 30 to 60 
moderate votes to add to the 124 
controlled by his own party and 
the 101 Socialist votes. - 

Daladier will have another 
chance to make a master stroke 
when it comes to the distribution 
of the Cabinet portfolio as yet un- 
assigned. At yesterday’s meeting 
of the Socialist Deputies, Paul Bon- 
cour, who long represented France 
at the League of Nations, argued 
for participation of the Socialists 
in the government. Leon Blum, 
Socialist leader in the Chamber of 
Deputies, opposed such participa- 
tion. The Socialists wanted the 
Ministry of Affairs for Boncour. 
With Briand in this ‘post, Daladier 
will have to do some shrewd think- 
ing and will certainly have to give 
some of the most important port- 
folios to his Socialist allies.

“BOAT LOST WT

Descehds in Gulf of Genoa 
During Gale, Is Towed 
for a While, Vanishes Be- 
fore Other Help Arrives.

LONDON, Oct. 28.—Loss of the 
British-Indian.air mail flying boat, 
City of Rome, in a gale in the Gulf 
of Genoa, with the death of its 
four passengers and crew of three, 
is announced at the office of the 
Imperial Airways. 

The plane, on the Alexandria-to- 
Genoa leg of its westward flight 
and due at Genoa last Saturday, 
ran into a gale of nearly 70 miles 
near 
Leghorn. 

The pilot sent out an S O §S in- 
timating that he was going to de- 
scend anda little later made a 


successful landing on the sea. The 
plane was taken in tow by the 
steamship Famiglia for an hour 
and a half during which time three 
tow ropes broke. As the flying 
boat was riding the gale well the 
steamer left it and put into Spe- 
zia, where the captain notified a 
destroyer of the plane’s plight. 

The destroyer put to sea, but 
failed to find the City of Rome. 
Other destroyers and aircraft later 
joined in the search without suc- 
cess. 

The bodies of the flying boat’s 
pilot, L. S. Birt, 27 years old, form- 
erly of the royal air force, and 
that of a passenger, have been re- 
covered. 

One passenger in the plane was 
a woman, a Miss Bromford. The 
other three pasrengers were men 
named Robins, Ritchie and Turney, 
the last a British customs official 
at Croydon airport, just outside 
London. 

The City of Rome was an all- 
metal plane, with three engines, 
capable of developing a total of 
1500 horse power. It carried mail, 
which left Karachi, India, Oct. 20 
and which on arrival at Genoa 
would, with the passengers, have 
been transferred to another ma- 
chine due to arrive on the Indian 
air mail service.

In his habit- 
ual cold, precise manner, Walsh 
read from excerpts from scathing

HOHENTHAL MURDER 
TRL Is POSTPONED 


Defense Objection to Selection 
of Jury Panel by Sheriff 
Overruled.

HILLSBORO, Mo., Oct. 28.—The 
opening of the trial of Sol Ho- 
henthal, retired merchant of De 
Soto, charged with murder in the 
first degree in the shooting of Miss 
Pearl Potoskey, St. Louis beauty 
shop owner, who was found dead 
in his apartment last Dec. 2, was 
postponed until tomorrow follow- 
ing argument over a defense ob- 
jection to the selection of a jury 
panel by Sheriff Carl Clark. 

Both sides had announced them- 
selves ready when defense coun- 
se] submitted a petition to Circuit 
Judge Dearing asking that Sheriff 
Clark be disqualified from further 
service in the case on the grounds 
that he was prejudiced against 
Hohenthal. The petition asked that 
Coroner Gibson or some other in- 
dividual be designated to handle 
the jury. 

Judge Dearing overruled the ap- 
plication and ordered Sheriff Clark 
to summon a panel of 50 prospec- 
tive jurors. Selection of the trial 
jury will begin at 9 a. m, tomor- 
row.

Graf Zeppelin to Start in April 


On Arctic Exploration Voyage Mislaid or Stolen In Edinburgh;

To Be Commanded by Capt. Ernst. Lehmann, 
and Carry 12.Scientists—Mooring 
Masts to Be Bases.

NEW YORK, Oct. 28.—The Graf 


Zeppelin will leave Friedrichshafen 
early next April on its voyage of 
Arctic exploration with a group of 


12 scientists, headed by Prof. Frit- 
jof Nansen, according to Dr. Walter 
Bleistein, secretary and treasurer 
of the Aero-Arctic Society who ar- 
rived here yesterday on the Ham- 
burg American Liner Reliance. 
Dr. Bleistein said he was going 
to Washington to discuss final ar- 
rangements for the expedition with 
Dr. John Fleming, acting vice 
president of the American branch. 
Although recent dispatches from 
Germany indicated that members 
of the Zeppelin’s crew would force 
cancellation of the Arctic flight by 
their refusal to participate f “fi- 
nancial and technical” reasons, Dr. 
Bleistein was certain the air voy- 
‘age would go forward as planned. 
The Zeppelin, said Dr. Bleistein. 
will go from’ Friedrichshafen to 
Thormoe, Norway, where a moor- 
ing mast has been erected. From 
Tromsoe it will cruise to Fairbanks, 
Alaska, where a mast is being 
erected, and from there over the 
Bering Sea and Northern Russia 
back to Friedrichshafen. Besides 
the party of scientists, it will car- 
ry a crew of 32 men and 23 polar 
dogs. It will be commanded by 


Capt. Ernst Lehmann, second to 
Capt. Hugo Eckener on the world 
cruise. 

The principal objects of the ex- 
pedition, said Dr. Bleistein, will be 
to mark the boundaries between 
the deep and shallow parts of the 
seas of the Arctic basin, to study 
meteorological conditions and to 
prepare for the founding of scien- 
tific stations on the ice fields. 

The party will use the mooring 
masts as bases, descending to the 
ice and using the polar dogs for 
surface explorations. He said that 
the society hopes to find locations 
for practical observation stations 
where scientists could live for a 
year. They would be conveyed to 
and from the stations by airship, he 
said. 

The scientists of the Aero-Arctic 
society will study radio and mag- 
netic phenonema in the Arctic re- 
gions, he added. Among the radio 
equipment will be several small 
sets whose power will be furnished 
by pedals, so that the sets can be 
taken along by the explorers on 
their land expeditions.

The bodies 
were accompanied by R. Dutcher, 
member of the special Graves 
Commission, which came from De- 
troit to retrieve Michigan’s veter- 
ans from their frozen graves be- 
yond the Arctic circle. Other 
members of the Graves Commis- 
sion had already left for France 
via Finland to make arrangements 
for reception of the. bodies at 
Havre. 

As all bodies will have to be re- 
interred upon arrivai in France or 
in the United States. and also must 
be further identified by relatives, 
the Graves Commission found it 
more practicable to place all the 
bodies in thelr large hermetically 
sealed cases. The bodies of 62 
identified dead were kept separate 
from 24 unidentified bodies. 

The Soviet Government was 
eager to render full military hon- 
ors to America’s dead, although 
the American expeditionary force 
at Archangel fought against bol- 
shevik troops. Chairman S. Camp- 
bell of the American Graves Com- 
mission decided, however, that it 
was best for the bodies to be taken 
from Russia as quietly and unos- 
tentatiously as possible. 

Therefore the bodies of the 86 
members of Detroit’s 339th In- 
fantry were borne from the stone 
pier up the gangplank of the 
Soviet steamer without the sound- 
ing*of a revielle, without relig- 
ious ceremony and without funeral 
march.

The Five-Day Week. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch. : 
ST. LOUIS organization of business 


men, frankly opposed to almost every 
measure for which organized. labor 
stands, is, we are told, making a “com- 
prehensive analysis” of the five-day 
week; its first report is a harsh veto. 
Now let’s let the Anti-Saloon League 
make a “comprehensive analysis’ of the 
suceess of prohibition! 

While this obviously prejudiced jury 
was writing its indictment, E. A. Filene, 
prominent Boston business man, was 
addressing the Dartmouth students at 
Hanover, N. H., and predicting not only 
the five-day week, but the five-hour day. 
Mass production, he pointed out, neces- 
sitates greater consumption, and we 
should “encourdge the masses to want 
more,” he added. Armies of workers 
are constantly being displaced and re- 
duced to idleness by machine production, 
and we propose a more equal division of 
available work through the medium of 
shorter working time. The trend of 
events is forcing the shorter week, and 
to oppose it is akin to blowing one’s 
breath against a cyclone. 

Some employers have boldly suggest- 
ed wage reductions as a remedy. We 
may be able to stimulate business pros- 
perity by reducing the masses’ buying 
power, thereby reducing consumption 
atid therefore production, and finally 
still further augment the perplexing un- 
employment problem, but we doubt it. 
Has anyone yet cured green apple colic 
by feeding the patient more and greener 
apples? 

We have no desire to deprive anyone 
of their hours of superbly comfortable 
lounging in luxurious clubs or their un- 
iMmited afternoons on the golf links. We 
merely want a chance to catch our 
breath now and then and let a few job- 
less family heads earn bread for their 
flocks, too. 

These employers fan us mightily with 
a mass of statistics designed to bolster 
the weak notion that the five-day week 
has retarded building. None of the doz- 
en or two of other contributory factors 
appear to have been considered. 

A given number of working hours are 
required to erect a building. The time 
may be divided either between five or 
10 men without materially ifiCreasing the 
cost. Logic now and th is stronger 
than mistreated statistics.

BUSINESS MUST OBEY ‘HE LAW. 

Attorney General Mitchell, speaking before the 
American Bar Association, has informed business that 
the anti-trust laws, will, without exception, be en- 
forced. That is an important announcement. The 
attitude of the two preceding administrations has, 
in effect, been that business can do no wrong. The 
Hoover administration does not indorse the policy. 
It finds that business can do wrong. For example, 
Mr. Mitchell referred to the Government’s practice 
of counseling with the proponents of mergers. Ex- 
perience has shown that “the plans as carried out 
have not operated just as was contemplated, and the 
transactions as outlined to the department in ad- 
vance, seemingly innocuous, have in practice worked 
in apparent violation of the anti-trust laws.” 
Mr. Mitchell admirably stated the philosophy of 
the anti-trust laws in a few words. Those laws are 
founded on the proposition, he said, that “avenues 
of industrial opportunity must be kept open as far 
as possible to the initiative of the individual citizen.” 
The alternative, he declared, is bureaucratic regula- 
tion. If that is what we want we can so order it 
by repealing the anti-trust laws. No such suggestion 
has been made. The presumption, therefore, is that 
those laws express public sentiment. Logically, then, 
they must be enforced while they remain on the 
statute books. This the administration is prepared 
to undertake “without prejudice, with fairness, and 
with firmness.” 
The announcement is timely. Our industrial de- 
mocracy is endangered. Business ownership and op- 
eration, as we have known it, is passing. The proc 
ess of centralization has already gone far and is 
speeding ahead with increasing velocity. Merger fol- 
lows merger in expanding dimensions. The end in- 
evitably must be an industrial autocracy in practical 
control of production, distribution and financing. 
The Post-Dispatch recently commented on the “local 
effect” of this movement. In an editorial which we 
reprinted on Saturday, the Omaha World-Herald ob- 
serves that “when so large and rich a city as St. 
Louis is suffering from the ill effects of the giant 
mergers of our time, the hundreds of less important 
centers of commerce, finance and industry, may well 
begin seriously to consider their own interests and 
their own future.” That they are considering it, that 
there is general anxiety and uneasiness as to the 
consequences unless the movement be checked, can 
hardly be doubted. The silence and seeming acqui- 
escence of public opinion may be accounted for by 
the prevailing prosperity and by the fact that the 
effects are only now beginning to be felt. 
Anyhow, the Hoover administration has taken cog- 
nizance of the situation. Attorney General Mitchell’s 
address indicates official anxiety and official deter- 
mination to oppose and prevent industrial autocracy 
as long as Our laws condemn such autocracy. The 
position is fundamentally sound. It is in accord with 
the spirit and purpose of our Constitution. 
The declaration may, conceivably, develop into a 
sure-enough “battle of the century.” If it does, the 
Government will have the support of all citizens who 
can look as far ahead as the day after tomorrow. 
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WE REFUSE TO BE ALARMED. 

Mr. E. G. Steger, general manager of the Provi- 
dent Association, fears old-fashioned neighborliness 
is being engineered out of existence. “Our essential 
humanness,” he laments, “and the art of social liv- 
ing are becoming lost in the development of the me- 
Tut-tut! This is one thing we are 
not going to view with alarm. 

If the mechanical age has increased the pressure on 
man, it has by various means also increased his re- 
lief; if it has given him delicatessens instead of 
kitchens, it also has provided him automobiles in 
which to enjoy the time saved; if it has tightened 
the business of living, it has also added infinitely to 
the variety and accessibility of relaxing entertain- 
ment. One may sit in the wilderness and hear the 
grand opera of New York and Chicago. Week-ends 
in the country, or in the city from the country, are 
immeasurably closer than in the days of Old Aunt 
Mary, and we dare say that the time will never come, 
short of sheer robotism, when Mrs. Smith won't 
find time to drop in on Mrs. Jones for a bit of sugar 
or maybe a cup of tea. 
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A NEW USE FOR BATTLESHIPS. 

Japan is tryjng an innovation in the reform of its 
erring youth which will be of interest to penologists, 
educators and naval limitationists. A small, obso- 
lete warship has been rebuilt to serve as a floating re- 
formatory for a chosen group of 50 youths, ranging 
in age from 14 to 23. There they will get a six- 
month course in navigation, fishing and the making 
of fishing equipment, weather observation and similar 
subjects. Since Japan is first of all a maritime na 
tion, such training will be invaluable to youths who 
grow up to make their living by fishing and other 
pursuits of the sea. The cruise with its braciig-séea 
air and plenty of wholesome work also is intended 
to build them up physically. 

This project seems capable of fulfilling all the pur- 
poses of a reformatory in the best fashion possible. 
It will give needed leSsons in discipline, together 
with, book learning and trade training. The ancient 
prison ships, it is true, were horrors, but with mod- 
ern methods of penology, a reformatory term at sea 
might be the making of many a lad who got away to 
a@ wrong start. 
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PROTECTING AMERICAN-MADE ANTIQUES. 

Another American industry harried by foreign 
competition has sent forth a cry of distress to the 
Senator from its district, and again that trusty pro- 
tector has saved the situation with a good stiff tariff 
increase. The manufacturers of antique furniture, 
frightened by the busy worm-hole artificers of BEu- 
rope, found a true friend in Senator Vandenberg of 
Michigan, who comes from Grand Rapids, metropo- 
lis of the furniture trade. The amendment success- 
fully sponsored by the Senator provides a penalty of 
50 per cent for spurious articles presented as genu- 
ine, plus the regular 40 per cent levy on furniture. 
With a subsidy of 90 per cent, the Struggling fake 
furniture business should expand until no American 
home will be without its early Chippendale radio 
cabinet or its genuine Heppelwhite washing machine, 
all made in America. 

Lest we be accused of undue insinuations, we re- 
fer to the Congressional Record’s account of the de- 
bate. After Mr. Vandenberg had shown how the 
American people were being imposed on by the im- 
portation of $15,000,000 worth of spurious master 
pieces yearly, he was asked: “Does not the Senator 
think his own Grand Rapids furniture people could 
make just as good ‘antiques’?” He replied: “Yes: 


and undoubtedly there is a great deal of fake furnt 


ture made in the United States, but none of it cheats 
Amegican labor or American capital, and none of it 
-undertakes to defraud the Treasury.” Another ques- 
tioner asked: “I am wondering if the antiques of 
Europe are coming into competition with the antiques 
made in America.” To which the Senator frankly 
replied: “They certainly are.” 

Since the Senate has acted to remove from the 
duties of customs employes the task of distinguishing 
between obscene and pure literature, they will be en- 
abled under the new amendment to turn their skill to 
judging antique furniture, before which expert judges 
have found themselves helpless. And another infant 
industry will be saved. 
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ANOTHER WRECK AT SEA. 

Senator Reed of Pennsylvania, chief protagonist 
of the Hawley-Smoot tariff bill, says the bill has been 
killed by the Senate coalition between Western Re 
publicans and Southern Democrats, whom he charges 
with designing to bring manufacturing in the East 
down to a common level with farming. 

If the tariff bill is dead—and most Washington 
opinion agrees with Senator Reed that it is—it has 
been slain by greed. Had the special session of Con- 
gress merely undertaken the limited revision of the 
tariff for the benefit of agriculture which Mr. 
Hoover requested, there would have been no such 
wreck at sea as that from which Senator Reed is 
swimming ashore: The trouble was that greed saw 
in the special session an opportunity to fatten its 
own purse, and it did to the tariff bill precisely what 
greed did to the Vestris. That is, the bill was over- 
loaded. Senator Bingham of Connecticut thrust into 
the committee meetings as his private secretary an 
officer of the Manufacturers’ Association in his State. 
By this ruse Connecticut alone put a $76,000,000 profit 
into the bill. Joseph Grundy, head of the manufac- 
turing industry in Pennsylvania, stuck a prospective 
annual profit of $500,000,000 into the bill for his 
State. The Sugar Trust, which admits spending $75,- 
000 annually for a sugar tariff, had prepared in the 
bill to take from the American people an additional 
profit of $150,000,000 a year, or approximately $5 a 
year added to the sugar bill of every American house 
hold outside the sugar cane and sugar beet States. 
Thus overloaded the tariff put to sea. A blow came 
up from the West—and the rest is history. 

Yet Senator Reed says the farmers are the assas- 
sins of the tariff bill. It is equally true that a storm 
sank the Vestris. 
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With Japan in desperate need of a male heir to 
the throne, announcement of the Japanese biologist, 
Ysaburo Noguchi, that he can practically build an in- 
fant to order is, to say the least, timely. 
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PERILS OF THIS INVENTIVE AGE. 

Taking a nap in the rumble seat of his auto, Ro- 
sario Arcedino of Westfield, N. J., awoke to find 
himself trapped below decks in the car after the 
flap had fallen and automatically locked. Hacking 
a hole through the floor board, he was able to sur- 
vive through the night until a policeman, attracted 
by the muffled noises from the innards of the ma- 
chine, was roused to action. Another sleeping man, 
reclining peacefully in a Boston park, was attacked 
®y a ferocious power lawn mower which had slipped 
its moorings and started on an unchaperoned cruise 
aeross the grass. The sleeper roused to find himself 
fast in its clutches, and escaped only by leaving his 
cogt tails in its hungry maw and then leaping a 
hedge. Then there was James Simpkins, blithely 
shaving in his bathroom at Albany, N. Y. Held fast 
between his teeth was a sample tube of shaving 
cream, from which he was applying lather to his face. 
Obeying an impulse to sing, he opened his mouth, 
gave an involuntary gulp and the tube disappeared 
down his windpipe. They had to operate on Mr. 
Simpkins to save his life. 

These lamentable accidents could never have hap- 
pened in the safe old days of the horse and buggy, 
the push-it-yourself lawn mower and the miug, brush 
and cake of soap. Man sets his inventive genius to 
work, then has to take out more life insurance against 
the results. But perfection would pall without these 
rare hazards to give it zest. And who wants to go 
back to the plodding nineties? 
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“The success of the Republican party,” says Mr. 
Hoover, “rests upon good government, not on pat- 
ronage.” Our Secretary of State, Charles U. Becker, 
will have to give the President a heart-to-heart talk. 
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CUMBERLAND FALLS. 
Wholesale changes in the Federal Power Commis- 
sion’s personnel give new hope to those who are 
fighting to preserve Cumberland Falls from mutila- 


tion for water power purposes. An article from Out- 
door America, reprinted on this page, expresses the 
belief that the Commission's new executive secretary, 
Frank E. Bonner, has a far broader appreciation of 
conservation than his predecessor, Secretary Merrill. 
Col. Thad H. Brown of Columbus, 0O., the Commis- 
sion’s new counsel, is also considered more sensitive 
to public values than his predecessor. 

Cumberland Falls, flowing through a wild moun- 
tain gorge of great natural beauty in southeastern 
Kentucky, is the largest cataract, except Niagara, east 
of the Mississippi River. Some years ago the Insull 
interests took steps to acquire it for a power site 
over the protest of many organizations and citizens 
who felt it should be set aside as a public park. 
Coleman du Pont, a native Kentuckian, offered to buy 
the Falls and present it to the State, but a bill au- 
thorizing the reservation of the Falls as a State Park 
was killed in the Legislature at the inst@hce, so runs 
the charge, of power lobbyists. 

Taking their fight for the Falls to the Federal 
Power Commission, the Insull interests found an ally 
in Secretary Merrill, who obtained from the former 
counsel of the Commission the astonishing ruling 
that, in considering power projects, the Commission 
may not consider scenic assets. That was an ex- 
tremely narrow interpretation of the language of the 
Federal power act, to put it mildly, and is likely to 
be reversed by the present regime when the pending 
application to turn Cumberland Falls into a power 
site is taken up. 

We await with interest the outcome of this duel 
between public and private interests.

~The Right to Purchase Liquor 


None too clear statutes that govern prohibition result in some curious situations; pro- 
vision in Volstead act forbidding buying of liquor without permit evidently applies 
to non-beverage purposes, to judge from context, thinks authority on constitu- 
tional law; word “purchase” omitted from _, of prohibited acts in measufe.

SUBSTANTIAL amount of curious law 
A has developed out of the enforcement 

of national prohibition. For example, 
under the Volstead act a boat or motor car 
carrying illegal liquor may be confiscated 
Only after the purchaser has been convict- 
ed; but the Supreme Court has told us that 
under an ancient revenue law having noth- 
ing to do with prohibition such a vehicle 
of transportation may be confiscated for 
carrying liquor upon which no tax has been 
paid, irrespective of any criminal convic- 
tion and despite the fact that Congress has 
made it impossible to pay the tax. This is 
Only one of many legal anomalies to which 
the noble experiment has given rise. 

With all the amateur and expert legal 
sleuths who have for years been studying 
the various permutations and combinations 
that are possible under the none too clear 
statutes that govern the subject, it would 
nevertheless be surprising if we should now 
discover that all the millions of purchasers 
of liquor in the past 10 years have been 
criminals because they bought liquor with- 
out permits, whica permits of course they 
could not have secured. Yet this is the 
point upon which Senator Sheppard has 
asked Attorney-General Mitchell to rule. 
Chagrin at the opportunities she lost will 
surely break the stout heart of Mrs. Wille- 
brandt if the Attorney-General] sustains the 
Senator’s contention. Is there any proba- 
bility of this? 

The first sentence of Section 6 of the 
Volstead act declares that “no one shall 

‘ . Purchase , » any liquor with- 
out first obtaining a permit.” No specific 
punishment is prescribed, but Section 46 
contains a blanket penal provision covering 
all violations of the law for which no special 
penalties are affixed. Isolated from its con- 
text, this seems to create the fearful and 
comprehensive net that Senator Sheppard 
affects to have discovered. But the context 
is all-important. Congress is here dealing 
not with beverage but with non-beverage 
liquor, as a glance at the law discloses. 

Section 12 expressly provides that “liquor 


i 


for non-beverage purposes .... may be 
P . Purchased” with an appropriate 
permit. Section 13 legalizes certain non- 
beverage liquor articles, such as denatured 
alcohol, patent medicines and toilet prepa- 
rations; and for the manufacture of such 
articles it authorizes the “purchase” of 
liquor upon a permit. Sections 14 and 15 
contain provisions to safeguard the non- 
beverage character of these articles. Sec- 
tion 16 immiediately follows. It seems tol+ 
erably clear, therefore, that, despite its un- 
qualified declaration, that “no one shall 

.*% .. purchase any liquor with- 
out first obtaining a permit,” this section 
has reference only to the permits that are 
required in the sections immediately pre- 
ceding—permits, in other words, for the 
puchase of liquor for legitimate, non-bever- 
age uses. 

This conclusion finds additional support 
in thé phraseology of Section 12. The first 
paragraph of that section says: “‘No person 
Shall manufacture, sell, barter, transport, 
import, export, deliver, furnish or possess 
any intoxicating liquor except as authorized 
in this chapter.” From this list of prahibit- 
ed acts “purchase” is omitted. That could 
not have been by inadvertence. 

The second paragraph reads: “Liquor 
for non-beverage purposes and wine for 
sacramental purposes may be manufac- 
tured, purchased, sold, bartered, transport- 
ed, imported, exported, delivered, furnished 
and possessed, but only as herein provided, 
and the Commissioner may. upon applica- 
tion, issue permits therefor.” 

It is surely significant that “purchase” is 
omitted from the declaration of things pro- 
hibited and is the only new word included 
in the declaration of things permitted. The 
deduction seems unavoidable that the pro- 
hibition against the purchase of liquor with- 
Out a permit applies only to those persons 
who are authorized to make purchases for 
non-beverage uses. This seems reasonably 
clear, but many a legal clarity has been 
muddled by the stick of interpretation., We 
must await the judgment of the all-wise,

HAT are the duties of the Federal 
Power Commission?—a question that 
confronts America right now. 


It was generally recognized that the for- 
mer secretary of the Power Commission was 
not in sympathy with those who hold that 
scenic assets are often of public value 
equa! to, sometimes considerably greater, 
than power needs. 


Apparently all the former secretary could 
see was the engineering side of the ques- 
tion. It is reported that he resigned his 
position to accept a much ‘moré jucrative 
one with a power corporation. Before do- 
ing so, he obtained from the former chief 
counsel an opinion concerning the Cumber- 
land Falls project to the effect that scenic 
assets may not be considered by the Com- 
mission, 

The Federal power act says that a project 
should be “such as in the judgment of the 
Commission will be best adapted to a com- 


prehensive scheme of improvement and 
utilization for the purpose of navigation, of 
water power development, and of other 
beneficial public uses.” 

This clear intention of Congress to reo- 
ognize publie uses will certainly be given 
full weight when the Power Commission, 
the personnel of which has been entirely 
changed by President Hoover, finally con- 
siders the pending Cumberland Falls appli- 
cation, regardless of an unwise opinion ren- 
dered by a former regime. 

Upon the resignation of Secretary Mer- 
rill, Frank E, Bonner, for the past six and 
one-half years the district engineer of the 
California National Forest District, accept- 
ed appointment as executive secretary. Mr. 
Bonner has been connected with the Forest 
Service since 1909 and, though an engineer 
by profession, he undoubtedly has a much 
broader appreciation of conservation prob- 
Jems and public values than had hig prede- 
cessor.

In this post he 
became chiefly responsible for the : 
policy of German colonial expan- 
sion. In 1899, upon telephoning 
to Berlin his success in con¢luding 
a treaty with Spain, whereby Ger- 
many acquired the Carolina 
Islands, Von Buelow received over 
the wire the news that the Emper- 
or had made him a Count. 

On the resignation of Prince 
Hohenlohe in 1900, Von Buelow 
succeeded him as Chancellor. In 
1905, when he had caused the 
downfall of the French Foreign 
Minister, Theophile Delcasse, by 
checking France from further en- 
croachments in Morocco, the 
Emperor rewarded him with the 
title of Prince, “as a token of my 
gratitude for your services to my 
dynasty and empire.”

One of the best remembered in- 
cidents of Von Bue'ow’'s power he-

AND FUCHS MAKE 
DEAL; CHICAGO 
AFTER PITCHER

CHICAGO, Oct. 28.—Lester Bell, 
who played third base for the Bos- 
ton Braves during the 1928 and. 
1929 season, has been purchased 
by the Cubs—the first move by 
owner William Wrigley Jr. to re- 
pair the weak spots in the Bruin 
machine that conquered the Na- 
tional League, but found the Ath- 
letics too good in the recent world 
series. 

The deal, an outright sale in- 
volving no players, was made ata 
conference in Washington between 
Wrigley and Judge Emil Fuchs, 
president of the Braves. The price

He will replace Norman McMil- 
an, whose fielding was satisfac- 
tory to Manager Joe McCarthy, but 
whose hitting was considered too 
spotty by the Cub pilot. McMillan 
probably will remain on the Wrig- 
ley payroll as an utility infielder, 
but Clyde Beck, who understudied 
McMillan last season, is expected to 
go. 

The purchase of Bell, Wrigley in- 
dicated, will not be the only step 
in connection with his plans to 
build a team capable of bringing 
a world championship to Chicago. 
Another pitcher to fit in with Ma- 
lone, Root, Bush and Blake, also 
is being sought in the improvement 
campaign. 

Bell is the fourth regular to be 
purchased by Chicago from Nation- 
al League clubs during the past two 
years. Cuyler was purchased from 
Pittsburg after the 1927 season, 
Rogers Hornsby came from the 
Braves a year later, and Zack Tay- 
lor, who finished the campaign as 
the Cubs’ first string catcher, was 
obtained Icte in the recent season, 
also coming from Boston.

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DECISION LIKELY Secret Plays of Football 


Seldom Succeed Against 
Strong Teams—Warner

PALO ALTO, Cal., Oct. 28.—The public thinks there is a whole 


lot of mystery about football. 


This is due in a large measure to the 


fact that they read in the sporting columns about this coach and that 
coach having secret practice and with teams conducting their work- 


outs behind closed gates. 


Sometimes secret practice is indulged in be- 


cause of fear that some new plays will be talked about by those view- 
ing the daily work and thus get to the opponents, but more often the 
secret practice is because the coach feels that he can do his work 
better and the players will do their work better without being bothered 
or distracted by a crowd of spectators—some of whom are perhaps 


unknown. 


In the excitement of the daily to work them they learn later that 


workouts coaches do not like to 
have to be too careful about what 


they say to their 
charges 


nor in 
how polite lan- 
they ex- 
press themselves. 4/1 
In other words, }: 
they do not want 
to feel conscious 
of Listening spec- 
tators and of how 
their remarks are 
viewed by them. 
Not that coaches 
are in the habit 
of using rough or 
unseemly lan- 
guage, because very few of them 
do, but if a coach feels like saying 
“damn” once in a while when 
things go wrong, he wants to feel 
free to relieve himself by saying it. 
He might also hesitate to criticise 
players freely if he felt that spec- 
tators might question his judgment 
or think that he was a bit harsh 
with his charges. Coach and team 
can work better behind closed 
gates, just as any athlete, actor or 
student can concentrate better 
upon his work when not self-con- 
scious of gazing onlookers. 


Secret plays to be used upon an 
opponent seldom work because 
they have not been tried out 
against stiff opposition. When we 
read that Coach So-and-So is work- 
ing behind closed gates upon new 
plays to dazzle the opposing team 
on the coming Saturday, we can 
conclude it is all the bunk, and 
nine times out of ten we will see 
nothing but the same old plays the 
team used the preceding Saturday, 
except that they are polished up a 
little more and a few minor 
changes may have been made in 
the hope of making them more ef- 
fective. 

New stuff with which to surprise 
opponents has been tried out many 
times, but usually the new plays 
and the surprise attacks have 
failed to fool the opponents. I once 
saw Princeton spring an entirely 
new and rather radical set of plays 
against Yale. 

Princeton had two weeks after 
they played Harvard to prepare 
for Yale and their practice was 
strictly secret so that the new at- 
tack was a complete surprise to 
Yale and yet Yale smeared those 
plays with ease and defeated the 
Tigers 24 to 0. On another occa- 
sion Penn State worked up a new 
offense for their final game with 
Pittsburg when I was coaching at 
the later university. The new 
plays were from a spread forma- 
tion and were a complete surprise 
to the Panthers but the Pittsburg 
boys deployed into an. effective 
defensive formation and s0 com- 
pletely stopped the plays that the 
Penn State coaches remarked after 
the game that we must, in some 
clandestine manner, have seen 
their practice. 

In both cases I have mentioned 
I believe those new offenses would 
have gone much better if the teams 
using them had used them in some 
previous games and had become 
familiar with them and had learned 
by experience their weaknesses 
and had thus been able to smooth 
them out. 

Good football teams are not go- 
ing to be fooled by some new or 
even radical plays because they un- 
derstand the principle of defense 
and have been prepared by their 
coaches to meet any style of at- 
tack. That is why it does not pay 
to save up some pet plays to 
spring upon an unsuspecting oppo- 
nent. We read time and again 
that “Podunk did not open up in 
their éasy games last Saturday and 
the scouts of Calford didn’t get 
any information worth having nor 
see the plays that Podunk is going 
to use in their big game.” 

Well, if Podunk didn’t use her 
plays and get experience in how

An Appetizing Menu for a

Quickly Prepared Company 
Dinner. 


There are times in every house- 
hold when nieals must be prepared 
in a hurry. Sometimes such oc- 
casions are unexpected, but even 
so it is no longer necessary for a 


hurriedly prepared meal to be a- 


scrappy one. There are many foods 
that require little time for cooking; 


there are many that are ready to 
serve as we buy them, so that the 
problem is really one of knowing 
what to put together, and of seeing 
that the necessary foods are on 
hand. Modern canning * methods 
produce products which are a ver- 
itable boon to the large army of 
“business housekeepers,” or those 
women who are successfully hold- 
ing down a job and keeping house 
at the same time. 

Among the latest product is whole 
chicken, cooked and canned—de- 
licious in flavor and as attractive 
in appearance as though it had 
come directly from your own oven, 
These may be reheated or sliced 
and served cold. 

Whole or halves of boiled ham 
are also to be had in cans; sau- 
sages, tongue, corned beef hash, 
ready-to-serve chicken a la king, 
or lobster a la Newburg, all kinds 
of.soups, mushrooms, vegetables of 
any kind you wish, cooked spag- 
hetti—a visit to a well stocked 
grocery store nowadays would be 
an astonishing experience to a 
housekeeper of 50 years ago. 


Menu for Dinner. 


But we must get to the discus- 
sion of today’s hurryup meal. This 
is a dinner that you might use on 
those days when a matinee or an 
afternoon bridge keep you away 
from home most of the afternoon, 
or if you are a business woman, on 
a day when you are entertaining a 
guest at dinner. The menu is as 
follows: 

Bacon and Creamed Mushrooms 
on Toast 

Buttered Peas Hot Rolls 
Grapefruit and Orange Salad with 

Honey Dressing 

Crackers Cheese Coffee 

A cup of clear, hot soup may be 
added to make a little more sub- 
stantial meal. Canned bouillon or 
consomme, or soup made from one 
of the vegetable extracts will be 
found excellent in flavor and a 
good time saver. 

Canned or fresh mushrooms are 
to be used for the main dish. One 
pound of fresh mushrooms will be 
required for four or five people, 
or a large can of the caps. There 
are several brands of mushrooms 
canned in this country. 

The fresh mushrooms should be 
washed quickly in cold water, the 
caps peeled and the stems scraped. 
The peelings. may be saved to fla- 
vor soup stock. The canned mush- 
rooms need only to be drained be- 
fore using, and in many intsances 
the liquid, or part of it at least, 
may be used in making the itauce 
used with the mushrooms. To 
make the recipe in this week's 
menu prepare the mushrooms first, 
then proceed as follows: 


Creamed Mushrooms With Bacon. 


Prepare one pound of = fresh 
mushrooms. Melt one-fourth cup 
butter in a deep saucepan, add the 
mushrooms, broken in good sized 
pieces, cover and cook slowly for 
10 minutes. Then stir in one- 
fourth cup flour, and when blend- 
ed, add gradually two cups milk. 
Stir until thickened and smooth. 
Season with one tablespoon lemon 
juice, one teaspoon salt, a little 
pepper and one-half teaspoon pap- 
rika. Pour over four or five large 
pieces of toast and garnish éach 
with three crisp slices of bacon. 

The peas are canned and are to 
be reheated in their liquid by 
cooking rapidly for five to eight 
minutes. By that time most of 
the liquid will have been absorbed. 
Add two tablespoons butter, salt 
and pepper to season. 

Salad. 

Either fresh or the * canned 
grapefruit may be used for the 
salad. Allow about equal parts of 
Orange and grapefruit, arranging 
the fruit on crisp lettuce or ro- 
maine. Make a French dressing 
with four tablespoons salad oil, 
ene and one-half tablespoons lem- 
on juice, one tablespoon strained 
honey and a few grains of salt. 
Beat until thickened and pour over 
the salad. Keep in the ice box 
until ready to serve. 

Pass, with the salad wholewheat 
or plain salted crackers, and any 
preferred cheese. 

In making the salad, peel the 
oranges, removing all the white 
skin. Cut down in slices length- 
wise of the orange..This will leave 
the tough core intact, and the 
slices free from the heavy, white 
pith. Grapefruit may be prepared 
in the same’ way, or the sections 
may be cut apart with a thin, 
sharp knife, after the peel and 
white inner skin has been re- 
moved. 


English Apple Pudding. 

Cover the bottom of a baking 
dish with sliced apples (not too 
thin). The pan may be filled about 
two inches deep. Mix together. 
one-half cup flour, one and one- 
fourth cupe sugar, and one-half 
cup butter. After this has been 
thoroughly mixed, sprinkle it over 
the top of the apples and bake in 
a moderate oven

NEW YORK, Cct. 28. — The 
American Bankers’ Association dis- 
closed yesterday that 1850 banks 
in 39 states with resources of $13,- 
275,000,000 had been swept into 
various chain groups by the force 
of the current “seismic revolution” 
against individualism. 

The association issued its first 
country-wide survey of chains and 
group banking. Two hundred and 
seventy-three bank: chains have 
sprung int@ existence. Details of 
their organization and the swift 

rogress of the movement from 
coast to coast suggest the rise of 
| something akin to a modern feu- 
_dalistic regime in finance. 
| At the center of each group is a 
| powerful individual, bank or hold- | 
|ing company. Small unit banks, 
by the sale or exchange of shares, 
ally themselves to these stronger 
interests for mutual benefit and 
protection. 

The survey discloses that the 
movement has not been confined 
to one part of the country. Chain 
| banking has made as rapid head- 
way in the West as in the East or 
'Middle West. The banks of Min- 
-nesota have adopted the idea in 
| greater numbers than those of any 
‘other state. Thirty-four separate 
chains have been formed in Min- 
'nesota. They include 435 banks,

S we walked up Riverside drive 
A‘ the District Attorney’s car,

Always there was an under- 
current of feeling, a premonition 
that life could not go on as it was. 

When I was 15 I insisted upon 
being taught sewing and cooking. 
I was permitted to take lessons in 
dressmaking, but the cooking les- 
sons were not allowed. Years after- 
ward, when I left Russia and had 
very little money and did not know 
what I should do or what kind of 
business I could go into, I made 
my own dresses. One was an eve- 
ning frock of black tulle, copied 
from a Callot model. I was then in 
England, where we spent the first 
year after we left Russia. I was so 
proud of the tulle gown that I told 
every one I had made it myself, 
and they laughed at my en- 
thusiasm. 

When I was 18, and married into 
the Swedish royal family, I felt 
that I simply must have something 
to do as a change from court life. 
I had almost nothing to de. The 
court was very democratic and all 
responsibility was assumed by older 
people. So I took a course in com. 
mercial art. The technicai knowl- 


edge of design acquired then is 
very useful to me now, atthough 
my youthful ambition was consid- 
ered amusing. I seem aiways to 
have been preparing for a day 
when people would 23o0t look oddly 
at me in an executive job.

As a Grand 
Duchess | was being prefered for 
the usual career of charity and 
philanthropy. Visiting orphan asy- 
lums was always a tieat, tor while 
my aunt talked solemnly with the 
superintendents, I played with the 
children. During the hKussian- 
Japanese war, when I wae i4, we 
had a hospital on our est»te near 
Moscow, and my job was to teach 
reading and writing to filiterate 
men. But when the big wer came 
there was not so much need to 
teach reading and writinvy. The 
country had changed. Iiliteracy 
had lessened. Like others. I went 
in for nursing. 

So it is clear that the education 
and activities of women of my 
class in Russia were rather good 
preparation for the business ca- 
reers that so many of us are now 
catrying on in Paris and else- 


where. 
S to be with people who talk en- 

tertainingly. I don’t mind things 
being difficult so long as they 
are interesting. I have always 
been like that. But when things 
become solemn and uninteresting, 
they are not really worth while. It 
is ideal, In a way, to come into the 
business world without being dis- 
turbed by distracting ambitions. It 
leaves One free to pursue definite 
aims with complete concentration. 

Another thing my earlier life 
taught me is that women of leisure 
are no happier than working wom- 
en. I think on the whole that 
business women are the happiest of 
all. They seem to have attained a 
more complete balance in life. 
Those who do something are 
certainly more agreeable to be 
with. 

Sometimes I imagine that the 
best part of my life is still to come, 
that all the rest has been a mere 
preparation for it. There are a 
few things I should like very much 
to do. [ hope that some day I 
shall be writing—not merely re- 
cording my memoirs—but actually 
doing creative writing. That would 
interest me very much. Surely I 
have seen plenty of human inci- 
dents that could be composed into 
fiction. To be successful as a cre- 
ator on the artistic plane would 
bring infinitely more satisfaction 
than the most brilliant social life 
could ever do.
